Battles in Air in Spain 


C o n tin u ed fro m P a g e o n e 


Air-mblister, I was sent to a field at 
lain Ah azares to prove my ability as 
a flier. This meant another train ride. 
By this time I was pretty 
tired 
of 
trains and was glad when I arrived 
at Ix>8 A lca za rs . After a good meal 
and a nap. I was informed that the 
Major would ride with me for a flight 
cheek. After being issued a helmet, 
goggles, a leather coat, 
and 
lined 
boots, I went out to the hangar where 
I met Major Diaz. We took off in a 
Polish ship, a Cojo-Joven. 
This ship 
had an American motor and was very 
similar to the old N’uvy Corsair used 
by tin* P. S. Navy. 
After giving the 
Major everything I knew including my 
favorite maneuver, a series of snap- 
rolls, tin1 Major motioned toward the 
ground. 
When 
we 
landed, he em­ 
braced me and seemed quite pleased. 
I went aloft alone for an hour or two 
and "moseyed” around and then de­ 
cided to look over this town. In IjOs 
A h a / a r e s I went into tin1 Vodka Cafe 
and met two or three other Americans 
who wore In Spain for the same pur­ 
pose as myself. 
I 
learned that 
we 
were to Im* stationed at Campo X and 
that 
three 
FJnglishmen were 
to be 
there also. One of the Americans was 
rejected in his flight check and had 
turned machine-gunner. The rest of 
us probably would he flying together. 
Later, at Campo X, I became dis­ 
couraged when I saw the ships we 
were to fly 
Hugh Hrequet Bombers 
with hispano-suiza motors, and equip­ 
ped to tarry a 225-pound bomb under 
eat h wing, My heart lightened, how­ 
ever, when a Spanish interpreter in­ 
formed me that these ships were used 
to drop propaganda 
behind 
enemy 
lines. 
Irater on we were all called 
together and organized 
into squad­ 
rons. after which we began practice 
in formation Hying. This is very im­ 
portant because each flyer has little 
oddities which must he known by his 
squadron brothers 
since all forma­ 
tions, lait Ii defense and offense, are 
expedited with precision. 
A short time after we landed, a 
fleet of tri-motored Junkers came over 
accompanied by a couple of squad­ 
rons of Heinkel fig!bing ships. Three 
squadrons of Russians had attacked 
them and given them a terrific beat­ 
ing. 
The Russians dove on them in 
formation anil shot down nine J u n k ­ 
ers and I lei ii Kris, hut three Russian 
ships were lost. 
Beginning the next 
morning 
we 
went on repeated missions across the 
front line bombing trains (transport), 
railheads, trenches, and anything to 
hold up 
enemy positions 
from ad ­ 
vancing or receiving supplies. In re­ 
taliation our own positions were con­ 
stantly 
the 
targets of the German 
Ju n k ers and Rebel Fiats. 
One of tile fiercest battles in which 
I was engaged was on December ISth. I 
Our mission was to destroy a m u­ 
ni; ions dump a bs ut Ta) kilometers be- 
hind tin- enemy line. A concentration 
was at this point in preparation for a 
big push. At this particular time we 
were flying Nieuports. 
These ships 
were 
exceptionally 
effective 
and 
handled 
very 
much like our F-l-B 
Navy tighter. 
We took off at dawn 
with some Russians who were huge, 
red faced mon and very good flyers. 


r ‘ 
P A G E T H R E E 


We flew In a formation of V of V’s, 
which is a large V composed of three 
ship Vs, a leader aud two wing-nu n. 
When we were about four or five kilo­ 
meters beyond the front lines, there 
was some commotion high above us, 
then down came our escort, closely 
followed by six Italian Flats (fight­ 
ing planes). When I looked again, our 
first patrol was nowhere 
in 
sight 
They had clutched for the ground aud 
headed home at 
top speed. 
A few 
Fiats up above didn’t come down to 
join the festivities. However, we were 
all of a sudden in a cloud of Junkers, 
Heinkels, and some of the new Ger­ 
man 
Messerschmldts 
which 
cruised 
about 400 miles per hour. 
The six 
Rebel Fiats engaged our first patrol 
on the left wing and for about an 
hour we fought until our 
machine 
guns ran out of ammunition. One of 
th«‘ American flyers who was flying 
on the left wing of my squadron had 
the whole tail of his ship shot off 
and bailed out. I later learned he was 
captured 
by 
Franco's forces. 
This 
was certainly a scramble! 
At first 
the planes were so thick, and travel­ 
ing so fast, that side shots were all I 
could get. Finally I got behind a Fiat 
and pumped bullets at him for about 
20 seconds. When I pulled away, he 
was in a spin with a trail of black 
smoke pouring from his engine. This 
was my first positive victim. 
Before 
this fracas was over, however, I land 
cd another Fiat and ended the career 
of a German in one of the new Mes- 
serschmidts. When the rebels saw they 
were getting the worst of 
it, 
they 
turned tail and fled for the moun­ 
tains. 
During this fracas, our bomb­ 
ers and six escorts slipped off 
and 
fulfilled their mission uninterrupted. 


On another occasion a Russian and 
myself were sent across the lines to 
Im)mb and machine-gun an approach­ 
ing column of Rebel Infantry. This 
advance was composed of three col­ 
umns 
of highly mechanizi ii pieces. 
We had just cleared the field when 
we saw 
three 
tri-motored Junkers 
coming out of a low layer of clouds 
to the North. They saw us climbing 
and apparently didn't like it because 
they dropped their bombs in tin river 
and lied. We cruised along over the 
low 
lying 
clouds 
with 
very 
few 
glimpses of the ground l»elow. 
F o r­ 
tunately, we found an opening over 
the place we were supposed to bomb 
so down wi* went. 
We dropped our 
bombs at 600 feet and went tho rest 
of the way with all 
four machine 
guns hammering away. 
The Italian 
troops were certainly in a 
had way 
down there. They didn’t seem to have 
any anti-aircraft guns and were with­ 
out 
protection. 
Thep opened an in 
effective lire on us with field guns, 
which was useless. We could see the 
poor devils scurrying 
through 
the 
mud as we came down, spraying them 
with bullets. 
I saw a truck go end 
over ( lid through the air as my Rus­ 
sian friend let go with a bomb on a 
truck caravan. 


By this time the column was com­ 
pletely demoralized 
Rifles anil belts 
were discarded to facilitate running. 
They tended to run in grimps which 
made them an easy target. 
I spotted 
one especially large group in wild re­ 
treat. My first move was to maneuver 
to a down-wind 
position 
the 
wind 
was blowing in 
the same direction 
they were running 
and then push its 
nose over to a GO degree dive. At that 
altitude, 1000 feet, the men 
looked 


like a mass of ants on 
the 
ground, 
even through my telescopic sight. At 
TOO feet I opened fire with one upper 
and one lower machine gun. By doing 
this I could see by the tracer bullets 
whether or not I was on tilt target. 
.The stream of bullets was just ahead 
of the fleeing group, so I opened up 
I with the other two guns and pulled 
th* nose up a little. I could now set* 
the men 
plainly. 
At this thin they 
did the 
worst 
thing possible, 
they 
I turned and ran in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
I could set- their dead-white 
[faces swivel around, and at the sight 
iof the plane, terror would make them 
still whiter. 
They tried to run at 
right angles, but it was too late. Al­ 
rea d y , they were falling 
like grain 
before a reaper. I pushed the rudder 
I back and forth gently so the bullets 
would cover a wider area; then I pull 
I cd the stick gently, thus widening the 
[swath. This was kept up until lack of 
gas and bullets forced us back home.

During my entire seven months in 
Spain, I had hut two free week-ends 
which were spent iii Madrid at the 
J “‘Florida’’ Hotel. I saw Charlie Chap­ 
lin 
at 
tin- 
theatre 
in 
"Tempos 
Model nos" 
“ Modern Times” 
with a 
I senorita, 
“ Dolores.” 
During 
tin 
performance, the building was bombed 
land three of the upper stories blown 
I off. 
The 
Florida 
Hotel was also 
| bombed on my first visit there, ami a 
corner was blown off right next to 
my room. 
The 
espionage 
systems 
of 
lad Ii 
Rebels and Loyalists are very effect 
Ive. On one occasion, after receipt of 
a new shipment of planes from Mos 
cow. Captain 
DiC'alle, the 
Russian 
Commander, ordered the planes lined 
along the edge of a new field for the 
night. That evening this new field was 
liomhcd, and it so turned out that Cap­ 
tain I,a( allo had had the ships trails 
ferred to another field shortly after 
dark. 
The spies in the government 
ranks had sent a message that the 
shijis would he on this particular field 
as Captain LaCalle had ordered; thus 
the bombing that night. Government 
spies had found out from rebel terr! 
tory that tin- new ships on this field 
were to he borated; lienee Captain I*n- 
Calle moved them to another field. 
The Germans were by far the hest

W hat a blessing it is to have at one's command a plentiful supply 
»f water to know that at the turn of the tap clear, sparkling water will 
fu-h forth, good to the taste and suitable for every requirement of clean- 
Iness. "As right as rain,” as the old saying goes. It is not until we have 
natl to use water which has some undesirable quality th a t we begin to 
give the m a tte r any real thought. 


H ard water is the cause of frequent complaint. 
I t is the reason for t h a t sticky scum which collects 
on the dishpan, the dishwashing machine, the bathtub, 
etc. It is caused by minerals which the w ate r dissolves 
& as it comes into contact with them in its passage 
through the ground. These minerals are commonly 
lime and magnesium. 


Laundering with hard water is troublesome, too. 
When soap is added to hard w a ^ r it combines with 
the minerals and is destroyed. Enough soap must be 
added to satisfy all the hardness before a lather can 
be formed. The soap used up in this way is wasted 
and forms a sticky curd t hat adheres to clothes washed 
in the water, causing them, when dry, to be harsh to 
the touch. The curd also causes the clothes to turn 
gra y and sometimes to acquire an odor. 


When you bathe with hard water, the sticky curd takes away from 
he pleasure of the bath and the feeling of exquisite cleanliness that 
ollows a bath in soft water. The scum th a t forms also leaves around the 
lathtub a sticky ri ng that is not easily removed. Shampooing the hair 
with soap and hard water is just as troublesome, as it leaves the hair 
iticky and dull-looking instead of clean, soft and lustrous. 


H ard w ate r also affects the flavor and texture of foods, like peat and 
beans; and if such w ate r is used for making tea and coffee, some of the 
flavor of these beverages will be lost. One of the best known examples 
of w ha t happens when hot water is heated is the deposit of scale which 
clings tenaciously to the bottom and sides of a tea kettle. This scale also 
presents difficulties in the hot water supply system. It is a poor conductor 
of heat, causes the w ate r heater to b u m out, and also clogs the hot-watei 
piping. 


When the water supply is extremely hard, rain water is often caught 
and stored in cisterns. While it is true th a t rain water, as it comes from 
the clouds, is relatively soft and free fr om minerals, in most cases stored 
rain wate r acquires an appreciable a m ount of hardness from the walls 
of the cistern. Furthermore, rain wate r flowing over a roof washes the 
dirt from it, and in spite of nt|e£sures to correct this, the cistern is apt 
to be a dirt trap. 


H ard wate r difficulties can be eliminated in home today by the in­ 
stallation of a zeolite w ate r softener. Such a softener will completely 
remove all the lime and magnesium salts and convert the water into one 
th a t has no hardness. A zeolite wate r softener consists of a tank which 
contains the zeolite mineral. This ta nk is connected to the house piping; 
a fter flowing through the zeolite the wate r leaves the ta n k and then flows 
to the faucets from which it is to be used. The zeolite lasts indefinitely, 
but every week or two, after a certain amount of water has been softened, 
it must be reconditioned by flushing with a solution of pure table salt. 
This reconditioning is easily accomplished by almost any member of the 
family when a hand operated water softener is used. In the automatic 
type of water softener, the reconditioning is done by an electric motor 
which is started by a hand switch, or by a time clock, or a w a ter meter. 
The only attention required for the automatic type is to load the brine 
tank with salt at infrequent intervals.
